Hat ſuch ſummes of mony as are,or ſhall 
be, agreed to be chargedor feruponan 

County or City, ſhall by the Commilt, 
oners appoynted for thoſe Contribyti- 
ons, or greater number of them, be divi- 


ded and diſtributed intg ſeverall proportions ypen cach 


reſpeRive Hundred or Liberty gt the ſaid ſeverall Coun- 
tics, and yuponeach reſpeRive Pariſh, or Ward-of thoſe 
Cities; according tothe Rates uſed, and accuſtomed for 
CalleRion of -monyes for publique uſes in the ſame 
Counties and Cities, 

2 That after any certaine ſumme ſh1ll be charged, and 
ſer uponany Hundred,as afarefaid,the ſame hall be diſtri. 
buted by the Conſtables ,, or Conſtable ot the Hundred, 
into ſeyerall praportions , upon each reſpeRive Towne,

pariſh or place within the ſame Hundred,according to the 
uſuallandaccuftomed Rates for Taxations. 

23 Thar aftez the ſummes ſhall be ferupon any Town, 
Liberty, Pariſh or Place, the ſame ſhall at ſome general! 
meeting to beappointed by 'the Conſtables or Conſtable 
ofthe Town, Pariſh or Place , be ſubdivided and *char- 
oed by the Inhabitants of the place, or greaternumber of 
them. upon every Inhabirant, Parſon.or Vicar,and others 
aponevery occupier of Mefluages, Lands, Tenements, 
Tithes, Rent, Annuities, and Other Herediraments in the 
ſaid pariſh or place, according to the. uſuall and :ccuſto- 
med Rates in their payments for publique uſes. 

4 Thatifany perſon orperſons within any Hundred, 
.. Town,pariſh orplace,ſhall finde him or themſelvesgreiv. 
ed by the ſaid rates,and ſhall complain thereof to any of 
the. faid Commiſſioners, every fuch complaint ſhall be 
heard and ordered by any three or more of the next Com- 
miſfioners, But if the difference happen to be between ſe- 
verall Hundreds, Townes, Pariſhes, or places, or if any 
perſon.or perfons within the faid Hundreds, Townes, Pa. 
riſhes or places, reſt unſatisfied with the Commiſſioners 
Orders,upon their former Complaint in both thoſe caſes, 
the differences ſhalt be heard and ordered at ſome gene- 
rall mecting by the ſaid Commiſſioners, or greater num- 


ber of them,and not otherwiſe: with this, thar no alrerati- 


onor abatement ſhall be made of any Rate or Tax, until! 
after the perſon or perſons complaining. have yeelded 0. 
bediencethereunto, and have paid the Tax Impofed on 
them , nor unlefle the Complainants give timely notice 
umothoſe who made the former Rates, or fome of them, 
or thoſe thar ſhall be chiefly concerned therein of the time

5 Thattke ſaid Commiſhonersſhall divide themſelves 
into ſeverall companies,and ſo provide, thatthree or more 
of them may onceevery week meet within each Divifion 
of the County,to hear and Order the differences arifiog in 


any Hundred, Town, Pariſh,or place,and the Commilſiq- 


ners for Cities ſhall alſo weekly meer at ſome convenient 
place,to hear & order the differencesthere atiling;& there | 
ſhall bea generall mceting once amonth at leaſt, of allthe 
{aid Commiſſioners to hearthe more publike grievances, 
& tro time totime,atevery of thoſe generallmeetings,the 
time of the next meeting ſhall be appointed and publiſhed. 

6 That the Rates and Aſſeſſments to be made in each 
reſpeive Hundred, Town,Pariſhand place ſhall be done 
within fix daies next after the Conſtables or Conſtable of 


that place ſhal receive order tor the doing thereof, & with. 


in; daies after the making thereof,the Coſtables,or Con. 
ſtable of the Hundred, Town, Pariſh or place ſhall deliver 
two {chedules in writings ofthe refpeRive Taxations and 
Rates,one of themto theſaid next Commiſſioners, & the 
other to the Colletor.or ColleRors of the ſame Rates, 
(who ſh2ll fromtimetotime be nominated, and appointed 
by the ſaid Commiſſioners,j& the ſaid Collector or Col- 
I<Rors, ſhall within fix daics afterthe delivery of the ſaid 
ſchedule unto nim or them, colleR and'pay over the ſame 
Moneys tothe Treaſurers or Treaſurer ofthat County or
